European  Intelligence* 

PEACE  WITh  .  AE  EMPEROR. 

MUNICH,  September  2i. 

Early  on  the  19th  \ntL  the  French 
courier- Moaftiche  arrived  here,  and  de- 
liver ed  »o  Gen.  Moreau  difpatches  from 
the  Firft  C.mfi.d,  Buonaparte.  At  ten 
in  the  morning  the  Chief  cf  the  Staff, 
Deffolles,  Went,  accompanied  by  an  ad- 
jutant general j  10  the  Auftrian  head 
quarters  at  Alt  Ottingen. — He  tarried 
with  n"**  the  modified  preliminaries  ol 
%  peace,  and  the  ultimatum  of  Buonapsrte 
to  the  proportions  of  the  Emperor.. 

Yefterdav  thefts  preliminaries  were  ac- 
cepted hv  the  Emperor,  and  the  fear  of 
war  was  fuiluenly  changed  into  the  prof- 
pect  of  peace. 

Several  couriers  were  immediately 
lent  off"  with  the  joyful  news.  Had  not 
the  preliminaries  heen  accepted  by  the 
Emperor,  hoililities  would  have  com- 
menced to-day,  ac  jfen  in  the  morning  ; 
but  ai  they  have  not,  it  is  certain  that 
the  armilticc  is  prolonged. 

AUGSBUCH,  September  22. 

Yefterdav  we  received  the  highly  plea- 
ftng  intelligence,  that  when  hoitiiities 
were  about  to  re-commence, the  Emperor 
had fignedthe  modified  preliminaries  of 
Buonaparte. — That  t!ie  negotiation  for  a 
definitive  treaty  may  he  expoled  to  no  fur- 
ther obstacles,  the  French  arc  to  take 
polLffion,  pro  tempore,  of  Ingolftadt, 
ulna  and  Phillipiburg.  We  have  now 
therefore,  the  belt  founded  hopes  that  a 
definitive  peace  will  -t  laft  take  place  on 
the  continent. 

Bavaria  has  been  obliged  to  furnilh 
1000  and  Suabia  300  horles,  for  the 
French  artillery. 

R  ATISBON,  September  »8i 
This  evening  at  feven  o'clock,a  French 
officer  and  a  trumpeter  arrived  here  with 
the  plealmg  intelligence,  that  the  anni- 
ftlee  has  been  prolonged.  The  joy  this 
has  occalioued  in  this  city  is  general. 

Several  couriers  have  been  fent  off  with 
the  news  to  Nuremberg  S;  other  places. 

Another  letter,  fame  date,  by  an  extra- 
ordinary courier. 

The  emperor  has  ratified  the  prelimi- 
naries of  peace,  which  were  ligned  at 
Paris  on  the  aoth  of  July  by  the  French 
miuifter,  Talleyrand,  and  co  uit  St.  Juli- 
en.  They  were  ratified  at  0!t  Ottingen 
and  Munich,  in  the  Auftrian  and  French 
headquarters,  on  the  zoth  inft. 

Peace-  will  again  be  reftored,  France 
obtains  the  Rhine  for  her  boundary  ;  and 
the  emperor  as  a  guarantee  of  his  lincere 
defire  for  peace,  gives  the  French  puf- 
feliinn  of  the  fortreffes  of  Ingolftadt, 
Phillifburg,  and  Ulm,  till  the  definitive 
treaty  (hall  be  concluded.  Thj  French 
army  will  like  wife,  till  then,  keep  its 
prefent  poiition. 

CARLSRUHE,  September  St. 

(By  an  extraordinary  Courier.) 
Early  tliis  morning  an  Auftrian  couri- 
er pafTed  through  this  city,  who  was  fent 
off  the  day  before  yelterday  from  the 
Auftrian  head  quarters  to  proceed  with 
all  difpatch  to  Strafburg  and  Paris.  By 
the  way  he  met  two  French  couriers, 
who  were  going  to  gen.  Moreau,  and 
from  whom  he  learned  that  new  proporti- 
ons of  peace  had  been  tranfmitted  from 
Buonaparte,  which  the  emperor  had  ac- 
cepted and  ratified.  A  French  courier 
from  Munich  to  Paris  palfed  through  this 
city,  who  faid  he  carried  orders  to  tranf- 
mitby  the  Telegraph  from  Strafburg,  in- 
telligence of  the  ligning  cf  the  prelimi- 
naries of  peace.

LONDON,  October  10. 
The  abode  of  gen.  Angereau  on  the 
banks  of  the  Rhine,  appears  to  be  advan- 
tageous to  the  French  Republic  as  itmuft 
be  agreable  to  himfelf.  Quartered  in  one 
of  the  Palaces  of  the  Elector  of  Mentz,  he 
indulges  himfelf  in  y;ood  cheer,  amufes 
himfelf  withhuuting,  levies  contributions, 
and  concludes  a  great  number  of  Treaties 
of  Peace  with  the  Princes  of  Germany. 
Thofeoc  Helfe-Homburg,  of  Solme,  8t  of 
Yfenburg  are  among  the  number.  The 
defection  of  thefe  Allies  will  not  much 
dimi  ii'li  the  millitarv  ftrength  of  the 
Empire,  for  it  may  be  doubted  whether 
all  three  of  them  could  furni'.h  a  regi- 
ment. Whatever  may  be  their  circuni- 
ftances,  Angereau  will  at  all  events 
make  them  find  money  for  the  republic 
with  more  facilitv  tlnn  they  have  found 
foldiers  for  the  Emperor  and  the  Em- 
pire- 


GRAIN  SCARCITY. 
We  learn  laft  night,  with  great  con- 


cern, that  the  price  of  all  kinds  of  Grain 
role  yefterdav  at  Mark-lane,  The  corn 
factors,  we  have  heard,  had  come  to  an 
agreement  not  to  take  more  than  five  gui- 
neas per  quarter  for  their  wheat. — On 
Monday  accordingly  a  great  quantity 
was  fold  at  that  price — one  man,  howe- 
ver, evaded  the  agreement,  and  towards 
the  dole  of  the  market  fold  for  61.  2s. — 
The  circumllance,  we  underftand,  odfci- 
lioned  the  rife  which  has  taken  place, 
but  which  we  hope  may  only  be  of"a 
temporary  nature. 

The  American  packet,  with  the  mail 
of  the  3d  ult.  the  Duke  Clarence,  with 
the  Leeward  Ifland  Mail  of  the  17th 
ult.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  with  the  Lif- 
;oii  mails  of  the  23d  and  30th  ult.  and 
the  Aucland,  with  the  Jamaica  and  Lee- 
ward Illand  mails  of  this  month,  arc  all 
waiting  at  Falmouth  for  a  fair  wind,  to 
fail  to  their  refpechve  detlinations. 

RIOTS  IN  LONDON. 
We  believe  we  may  now  allert  with 
confidence,  that  the  lpirit  of  rioting  is 
entirely  quelled,  and  that  tranquilly  is 
perfewy  re-eftabliflied.  Some  fea^s 
were  entertained  that  difturbances  wojjld 
take  place  in  the  markets  on  Saturday 
night,  but  thofe  fears  were  groundlefs.  ' 

Since  Mr  Howard,  the  Quaker,  routed 
the  mob  in  Old-fireet,  they  have  not 
made  head  in  the  city.  A  few,  about 
one  hundred  perfons,  affembled  at  nine 
o'clock,  at  the  fouth  end  of  Fleet  mar- 
ket, and  fome  fltouting  at  hackney 
coachmen  took  place  ;  but  on  the 
approach  of  the  military  and  a  body  of 
conftables,  they  ran  up  Fleet  &pet  to 
Mr.  Cullum's  at  Clare  market,  cfrd  oJie 
mob  affembled  at  Newport  market.  The 
whole  city  was  then  perfectly  quiet,  and 
remained  fo.  For  ihh  it  was  indebted 
to  the  orders  given  by  the  Lord  Mayor, 
to  the  vigilance  of  the  Aldermen,  and 
the  activity  of  the  volunteers,  each  corps 
of  whom  again  paraded  their  refpeclive 
wards  as  on  Friday  night,  though  not 
in  fuch  numbers,  great  ftrength  be- 
ing unneceffary.  A  number  of  confta- 
bles were  fworn  in  and  every  precaution 
taken  by  the  Lord  Mayor.  If  the  mob 
had  attempted  to  rove  about  the  citv, 
committing  depredations,  they  would 
have  met  fixed  bayonets  at  every  turning, 
and  peace-officers  to  take  them  into  cufto- 
dy.  The  markets  of  Whitechapel,  Souih- 
wark  and  St.  Georgc's-fields,  for  which 
fears  were  entertained,  Were  perfeCtl) 
quiet ;  but  many  butchers  fhut  up  their 
(hops  at  an  early  hour,  and  lefs  meat 
than  ufual  was  brought  to  market, for  fear 
of  its  being  plundered.  At  9  o'clock 
three  fourths  of  the  butchers  in  Fleet 
market  had  clofed  their  flails  for  the 
night,  thougb  they  ufually  keep  open  till 
twelve  on  Saturday. 

Equal  preparations  were  made  in  Weft- 
minttei  and  So  ithwark  to  crufli  tumult 
as  in  the  city  of  Loudon.  In  the  latter 
the  borough  cavalry  were  under  arms,  & 
volunteer  corps  and  fome  regulars 
e  in  readinefs  ;  but  there  was  not 
the  ftighteft  occafion  for  them  to  act. 
In  Wertminfter,  a  party  of  the  horfe 
guards  were  ftationed  outlide  of  Temple 
Bar,  and  another  party  patroled  the 
Strand.  A  body  of  Saint  Clement's  vo 
luuteers  alfo  patroled  the  Swand  at  an 
early  hour,  and  the  other  principal  ftreets 
had  parties  of  military  ftationed  in  them. 
In  the  King's  Mews  a  referve  of  350  of 
the  Weftminfter  volunteers  were  ftation- 
:d,  the  Boomfbury,  the  St.  James's  and 
St.  George's  (numerous  corps)  were  un- 
.ler  arms;  the  Weftminfter  cavalry  were 
out  and  all  the  other  volunteers.  The 
guards  were  alfo  under  arms  at  an  early 
hour,  and  other  regulars  were  in  readi 
nefs.  Mr.  Juftice  Bond,  and  all  the  Bow 
ftreet  officers  were  on  duty  ;  Mr.  Conam 
and  the  Marlborough-ftreet  and  Queen- 
fquare  officers  were  alfo  preparing  to  act. 

The  fpirit  of  tumult,  for  fome  time 
pent  up  in  the  c;ty,  burft  out  on  Saturday 
in  a  weftern  direction,  but  with  very  di- 
miniihed  and  we  confidently  hope,  expir- 
ingforce. — It  had  juft  extended  on  the 
proceeding  night,  from  kseaftem  courfe, 
as  far  as  the  houfe  of  iMr.  Cullum,  the 
great  cheefe  and  butter  dealer,  at  the 
corner  of  Clare  ftreet,  Clare  market, 
where  it  terminated  for  the  time  in  the 
fradlure  of  a  few  fquares  of  glafs.  So 
early  as  eleven  o'clock,  in  the  morning  of 
•Saturday,  a  mob  confiftiijgj  of  about  zoo 
ragged  women,  a  great  many  with  chil- 
dren in  their  arms,afieniblcdin  front  of  the 
houfe,  in  expectation  of  feeing  it  a  ruin  ; 
but  the  windows  had  been  repaired  at  an 
early  hour,  !k  not  a  mark  of  popular  vio- 
lence remained.  They  continued,however 
to  vent  tl.  .ir  difapp ointment  in  groans 
and  imprecations,  but  without  any  acts 
of  violence.  About  feven  o'clock  in  the 
evening  every  Poll  fml  found  her  part- 
ner, and  a  female  corps  was  joined  by  a  j 
fqualid  fet  of  men  and  boys,  who  filled  j 


up  Clare  ftreet,  and  the  open  fpace  in  the 
market  appofite  the  houfe.  There  was 
not  a  lingle  Hick,  bludgeon  or  any  other 
weapon  among  them,  nor  did  they  be-  - 
tray  any  fvmptoms  of  violence  beyond  | 
what  the  whole  day  afforded.  Become 
formidable,  however  from  their  numbers, 
about  8  oVlotk  the  St.  Clement  Danes 
alfociation  were  called  in,  and  difperfed 
them.  The  affbeiation  had  fcarcely 
withdrawn,  when  the  mob  aftemblcd 
again. — There  they  ftood  ftalking  and 
gaping  up  at  the  houfe,  but  not  even  a 
hi  Is  or  a  groan  efcaped  them — In  the 
mean  lime  the  affbeiation  were  faring  in 
the  veitrv-room  on  ham  and  porter,  hbe- 
1  aly  fupplied  bv  Mr.  Culium  ;  but  about 
ten  o'clock  the  number  of  the  mob  ren- 
d/.ted  theirfervices  necellary  again.  Tire 
affociation  marched  up  and  the  mob  im- 
mediately difperfed  nor  did  they  attempt 
to  ailenible any  more.  Confide  ring  how 
ble  a  man's  temper  is  to  be  ruffled 
when  difturbed  in  the  enjoyment  of  good 
cheer,  the  alfociation  is  entitled  to  praife 
for  the  alacrity  with  which  they  obeyed 
the  fummons,  and  the  good  temper  and 
humanity  which  they  difplayed.  Shortly 
after  they  went  away,  the  horfe  guards 
came  &  marched  through  the  place,  but 
the  mob  had  then  totally  difappeared.  The 
fliop  continued  open  as  ufual  until  ir 
o'clock  :  all  the  reft  in  market  were  ihut 
fo  early  as  ten. 

About  8  o'clock  at  night  another  mob 
of  the  fame  defcriprion  collected  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  St.  G'les's,  (hew- 
ed itfelf  in  force  in  Monmouth  ftreet,  & 
marching  in  toCrafton  ftreet  Well  ftreet. 
They  had  fcarcely  broken  eight  fquares 
of  glafs,  when  the  Weftminfter  voluu- 
teers,who  were  in  readinefs  in  the  King's 
Mews,  and  the  Weftminfter  cavalry, 
who  were  alio  under  arms  in  St.  Ann's 
church  yard,  being  apprifed  of  their  ap- 
proach, came  rapidly  up.  The  horfe 
foon  fucceeded  in  difperling  them,  and 
they  fled  in  all  directions,  fome  running 
up  Monmouth  ftreet,  fome  to  the  Seven 
Dials,  fome  down  Weft  ftreet,  Gerrard 
ftreet  and  through  all  the  adjoining  paf 
fagea  and  alleys.  The  cavalry  fcoured 
the  place  and  its  vicinity  with  great  ener- 
gy. Where  even  an  individual  did  not 
inftantly  retire  at  their  approach,  he  was 
truk  at  with  the  flat  of  the  fword. — 
Many  were  in  confequence  much  hurt, 
though  none,  we  belivecut  or  dangerouf- 
ly  injured.  Eleven  prifoners  are  taken 
and  lodged  in  the  watch  houfe. 

The  affociation  then  formed  in  divifi- 
ons,  charged  the  mob  with  fixed  bayonets 
in  fome  places ;  at  Seven  Dials  two 
were  pricked  with  the  bayonet,  but  not 
badly  wounded.  The  volunteers  drew 
up  in  the  principal  palfages,  for  the  phr- 
pofe  of  intercepting  the  flying  hordes, 
and  preventing  any  attempt  to  alienable 
again.  In  thefe  active  and  judicious 
difpofitions  were  they  ably  affiftcd  by  Mr. 
Ford  and  Mr.  Bond,  at  the  head  of  the 
Bow-ftreet  officers.  Vlr.  Conant  and 
the  Marlborough-ftreet  police  officers 
were  alfo  on  the  fpot,  and  by  their  uni- 
ted exertions,  every  fymptom  of  tumult 
had  fubfided  and  tranquility  was  rellored 
fo  early  as  ten  o'clock  nor  did  any  at- 
tempt to  interrupt  it  afterwards  take- 
place.  This  hidden  defeat  of  the  mob, 
at  their  outlet  in  this  quarter,  before 
their  number  became  conliderable,  was 
the  confequence  of  an  intimation  re- 
ceived fome  days  before  by  Mr.  Grains 
ford,  of  a  meditated  attack  upon  his  houfe. 
He  accordingly  ffiut  his  fliop  at  twili-ht, 
and  apptifed  the  voluuntrers  of  his  ap- 
prehenlions.  Among  other  meafures  of 
precaution  he  alfo  removed  a  verv  large 
(tore  of  cheefe,  which  he  had  in  the  cel- 
lars of  the  chapel  in  Gratford-ftrect,  to 
the  Kings  Mows.  Had  the  mob  at- 
tempted to  affemble  in  any  place,  it  is 
probable  they  would  have  been  difperfed 
with  the  fame  celerily,  as  the  volunteer 
affbeiations  muftered  remarkably  ftrong. 
Forty  conftables  remained  in  duty  all 
day  yefterdav  and  laft  night  about  Mr. 
Gransford's  houfe — Whenever  a  groupe 
of  people,  drawn  by  curiofity  to  the  fcene 
of  action,  began  to  affemble,  a  conftable 
immediately  came  up  and  difperfed  them. 
No  inftance  occured  of  obftinacy  or  op- 
pofition  to  this  prudent  precaution,  but 
all  was  perfect  moderation  on  the  one 
liJfe  and  good  humour  on  the  other — The 
windows  were  repaired  at  an  early  hour, 
and  no  external  marks  of  violence  re- 
mained. It  may  not  be  here  improper 
to  obferve  upon  the  confequences  which 
thefe  tumults  have  produced,  and  may 
yet  produce  if  perfevered  in,  even  though 
they  fhould  never  affume  a  more  formida- 
ble appearance,  or  break  out  in  greater 
violence,  the  lenity  hitherto  ufed  will  be 
loured  into  rigour  and  harffmefs.  The 
militia,  harralfed,  night  after  night,  and 
tired  of  feeing  ail  their  domeftic  comforts 
facrificed  to  the  wanton  fpirit  of  a  tu- 
muhuous  rabble,  will  be  irritated  to  ven- 
geance. Symptoms  of  this  growing  dif- 
polition  appeared  on  Saturday  night. — 


Some  of  the  volunteers,  when  infulted, 

were  very  dcfirous  to  fire  at  the  mob,  in 
the  neighpourhocxi  of  Grafton  ftreet,  and 
were  onh  reftrained  from  doing  foby  the 
authority  of  the  magistrates.  The  lhut- 
ting  of  the  (hops  at  an  early  hour  on 
Sunday  night,  inuft  alio  have  produced  a 
ferjous  inconvenience  to  many  indultn- 
ous  poor,  who  are  often  obliged  to  wait 
until  a  late  tiour  for  the  means  of  going 
to  market.  Not  only  the  butchers  in 
Ne  wport  market,filarnied  and  annoycuhy 
(iic  routed  rabble  dying  through  it,  ffiout- 
ing  and  hooting  at  their  purluers,  had 
clofed  their  ftnps  moft  of  them  before 
night,  1  ut  a  fimilar  effect  was  felt  over 
the  whole  neigbotn  hood. 

Cranbourn  alley,  Leicefter  fields  and 
all  the  (hops   in  the   adjoining  ltreets, 
which  are  generally  in  a  blaze  of  light 
till  twelve  o'clock,  were  all  buried  in 
gloom  and  folemn  ftiUdefs,  as  if  it  had 
been  Sunday  night. — Not  even  a  lingle 
groupe  affembled  in  the  city  laft  night  or 
ny  part  of  the  matropolis,  nor  were 
the  military  out ;  fome    people  are  in 
Guildhall  and  other  places,  ready  to  act 
with  ball  cartridge,  if  required.    A  few 
conftables  with  their  emblems  of  office 
concealed,    walked   about   the  ftreets, 
;  merely  to  make  reports  ;  but  every  thing 
•  being  as  quiet  as  on  any  other  night,  the 
I  military  were  difmiffed  at  nine  o'clock, 
:  and  the  conftables  foon  after  went  home, 
j  the  whole  of  the  difturbances  having  en- 
!  triely  fubfided.  ♦ 

Eleven  prifoners  were  apprehended 
for  rioting  in  Grafton  ftreet;  but  there 
is  nothing  lingular  or  worth  recording  in 
the  charges  againft  them. 

CONVENTION 
For  the  prolongation  of  the  fufpenfion 
of  arms    between  the   French  army 
of  the  Rhine  and  the  army*  of  his  im- 
perial Majcily  in  Germany. 
The  count  Lehrbach,  minifter  pleni- 
potentiary of  his  imperial  majefty,  with 
his  army  in  Germany,  and  the  Baron  de 
Lauer,  general  of  the  armies  of  his  n>2- 
jefty  on  the  one  pari,  and  the  general  of 
brigade  of  the  French  army  of  the  Rhine 
Victor  Fancau  Lahorie,  on  the  other  part, 
reflectively  charged  with  full  powers  ne- 
ceffary  to  conclude  and  fign  a  conventi- 
on relative  to  a  prolongation  of  the  fuf- 
penfion of  arms,  have  agreed  to  the  fol- 
lowing articles. 

Art.  1.  His  imperial  majefty  and  king, 
in  confequence  of  the  demand  of  the 
firfl  conful  of  the  French  republic,  and 
with  a  view  of  giving  proof  of  his  defire 
to  check  the  calamities  of  war,  confents 
that  the  places  of  Philiplburg,  Ulm,  and 
the  fortreffes  that  depend  upon  it,  with 
the  place  of  Ingolftadt,  which  are  com- 
prehended within  the  line  of  demarcati- 
on, fixed  by  the  convention  of  the  15th 
July  laft  (the  26th  Meffidor,)  (half  be 
given  up  to  the  difpofitions  of  the  French 
army,  as  a  pledge  for  his  intentions. 

2.  The  garrifons  in  the  places  fhall 
freely  depart  with  every  thing  belonging 
to  them,  and  join  the  imperial  army  in 
Germany. 

3.  The  evacuation  of  the  above  places 
both  with  refpeel  to  the  troops  and  mili- 
tary ftores  of  all  kinds,  is  to  take  place 
within  the  fpace  of  ten  days  at  fartheft. 
For  that  purpofe,  there  (hall  be  furniffied 
by  the  French  army  all  the  convenien- 
cies  and  facilities  in  their  power  totranf- 
port  the  articles  of  every  kind,  which 
fhall  be  defrayed  at  the  e'xpence  of  his 
u.ajefty  the  Emperor  and  King.  With 
refp*cl  to  the  poffeflion  of  the  places, 
there  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  difpolition 
of  the  French  army  in  the  courfe  of  five 
days,  one  of  the  pofts  of  the  ernnd  com- 
munications. The  choice  fhall  be  de- 
termined by  delegates  who  fli^ll  be  imme- 
diately fent  with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  to 
afcertain  the  ftate  of  it. 

4.  The  military  ftores,  provifions,  and 
the  military  waggons  ffiall  be  equally  e- 
vacuated,  as  (ball  the  artillery,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  the  empire.  The 
latter  (hall  be  afcertained  and  certified 
by  deputies  named  to  that  effect. 

5.  The  mode  of  the  conveyance  and 
evacuation  of  thefe  places  fhall  be  deter- 
mined with  the  ffiorteft  delay,  by  a  parti- 
cular convention,  as  well  as  the  evacua- 
tion of  the  fick,  who  cannot  be  fent  off 
with  the  garrifon. 

T5.  In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the 
above  mentioned  regulations,  there  ffiall 
be  a  prolongation  of  the  armiftice,  and 
fufpenfion  of  hoffilities  between  the  army 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  King,  and 
his  allies,  and  the  army  of  the  French 
Republic  on  the  Rhine,  of  forty-five  d :  vf, 
to  commence  from  to-morrow,  in  which 
are  to  be  comprehended  fifteeen  days,  to 
ferve  as  notice  for  the  refumption  of  hoi- 
tiiities, ffiould  they  lake  place. 

7.  The  commander  in  chief  of  the  ar-  1 
my  of  the  Rhine,  engages  to  procure  the 
immediate  ceffation  of  hoftilities,  with 
refp*ct  to  the  army  of  the  French  Re-  !
